Soviet Delegation Issues 
Memorandum Attacking 
“Capitalistic .Powers;” 
Charges Hypocrisy.

“We know that the people éf 
France and Germany: were alike, the 
victims of the folly and ambition of 
an unintelligent few.” 

Although dispatches were exchanged 
between London, St. Petersburg, Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna which made it ap- 
pear that an attempt for a peaceful 
settlement of the impending Austro- 
Serbian conflict was made™ secret 
dispatches now prove that “this ges- 
ture was intended to deceive the peo- 
ple and coyer up the rapid prepara- 
tions then in progress to attack Ger- 
many unawares,” Owen averred. He 
claimed that a secret treaty hetween 
France and Russia has been disclosed

Painting a graphic’ picture of the 
many important things alumni aid ecn 
do for. a university,. and pointing out 
the object of an alumni. association, 
. G, BStahlman and L, B. Smelser, 
president and secretary of the Van- 
derbilt Alumni association, were 
speakers at a banquet tendered them 
Thursday night at the Atlanta Ath- 
letic club by the local alumni of that 
university, more than 50 of which were 
present. 


Mr. Smelser cited the remarkable 
work of the Vanderbilt alumni in pro- 
viding an endowment fund for the 
university of $4,000,000, which has re- 
sulted in many new additions, to the 
campus buildings and evidence of 
which is seen in the addition to the 
faculty of 34 .new members of high 
caliber. 

The two officials of the alumni as- 


sociation are making a 4,000-mile tour | 


of the country to effeet closer coopera- 
tion between graduates in the various 
cities, and the results thus thus far 
have been remarkable, they stated. 

The $4,000,000 endowment fund, of

It, therefore, 
proceeded to make the best of a bad 
situntion . . . denying licenses to 
none, Rut now the commission fins 
itself in a wholly different situation, 
Local aud national reception will with- 
in 60 days have been put in the best 
condition possible with the present 
number of stations on thé air. 

“Further improvement will have to 
come by elimination of stations not 
rendering service corresponding to the 
interference they cause. Court in- 
junetions in such cases cannot now 
interfere with the clearing that has 
been accomplished in the long wave 
portions of the spectrum.
